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I. 2004 BASIC CGBD FACTS 


The Consultative Group on Biological Diversity, Inc. (CGBD) was established in August of 1987. 
In December of 1987, the U.S. Internal Revenue Service and the State of New York granted the 
CGBD provisional tax-free status, under section 501(c)(3), as a publicly supported organization. 
The designation was temporary until 1992 when the CGBD received permanent status under 
section 501(c)(3). 


At the close of 2004, the CGBD membership was composed of 51 organizations: 50 foundations 
and the US Agency for International Development. 


The CGBD is housed in the Thoreau Center for Sustainability located in the Presidio of San 
Francisco. At the beginning of 2004, the CGBD staff consisted of three full-time employees: 
Lynn Lohr, Executive Director; William Hull, Program Officer; and Alicia Ushijima, Program 
Associate; one half-time employee: Kathy Sessions, Climate and Energy Coordinator; and one 
part-time employee: Margot Bevington, Administrative Assistant. In August of 2004, Margot 
Bevington left the organization, Alicia Ushijima became the part-time Finance Manager and 
Siobhan Noland was hired as Program Associate. 


The CGBD sponsors and acts as fiscal agent for the Health and Environmental Funders Network 
(HEFN), a mostly virtual network of more than 170 foundation professionals interested in the 
nexus of health and the environment. In September of 2004, Kathy Sessions moved to full time 
coordination of the project. In September 2004, Karla Fortunato was hired as full time Deputy 
Coordinator and a Washington, D.C. office housing Kathy and Karla opened at 1990 M Street. 


The CGBD is funded by program grants from its members; it is not a grantmaking organization. 
A Board of Directors serves as the governing body. The Board of Directors is composed of 
representatives from nine member foundations. The directors, officers and their affiliations are 
listed in the appendices. 


Il. GOALS AND PROGRAM FOCUS 


The Vision of the CGBD is the effective engagement of humankind in the conservation and 
restoration of biological diversity on earth. 


We define biodiversity as all the variety of life on Earth...the variety of ecosystems, the variety 
of species...and the variety of genes among the individuals of a species. 


The Mission of the CGBD is to support foundations in their efforts to conserve and restore 
biological diversity in order to safeguard the well being of people and the health of the global 
environment. 


The Goals of the CGBD are: 


e To create strategic partnerships among funders and other partners in the U.S. and 
internationally to proactively address the challenges of accelerating threats to 
global biodiversity. 


e To increase the strategic impact of grantmaking by connecting member 
foundations with significant grantmaking opportunities and with a full range of 
groups working on behalf of conservation concerns. 


e To increase financial resources devoted to conserving biological diversity. 


e To identify needs, emerging issues, strategic opportunities and alliances for 
biodiversity conservation through a variety of approaches, including the 
incubation of new projects. 


e To promote the effective use of monitoring and evaluation activities and other 
enhancements of the grantmaking craft among member foundations. 


The Consultative Group on Biological Diversity (CGBD) was founded by a group of U.S. 
foundations and the United States Agency for International Development (USAID) in 1987. 
Throughout its 17-year history the CGBD has set new standards for promoting learning and active 
collaboration among leading environmental funders in the U.S. and Canada. Through its facilitation 
and relationship building, the CGBD has advanced biodiversity conservation on a variety of fronts— 
promoting the global sustainability of terrestrial and marine ecosystems, while seeking to mitigate 
the effects of climate change, toxics, invasive species, untrammeled development, and other threats 
to fragile ecosystems worldwide. The CGBD works to bring new dollars into the protection of 
biodiversity, along with new strategies and partners, all the while attempting to increase the 
effectiveness and success of member grantmaking. 


A manageably sized, highly engaged membership enables the CGBD to move quickly to respond to 
funder interests. With fifty core foundation members and USAID, led by an active and committed 
board of directors, the CGBD reaches out to an array of philanthropic, scientific and NGO partners 
through its working groups, briefings, themed conference calls, reports and articles. Dozens of 
additional foundations are involved through the Working Groups of the CGBD. 


In 2004, CGBD leadership contributed to these outcomes: 


e The Climate and Energy Funders Group Steering Committee surveyed its growing 
membership, revised its vision, mission, and goals and increased its support to enable 
the CGBD to staff the working group at a higher level, from .5 FTE to 1.4 FTE 
beginning in 2005. 


e The CGBD-instigated sponsorship of a four-city tour in 2003 (Boston, Chicago, 
Washington, Bay Area) of ten chemicals policy experts from the European Union 
(scientists, business and labor leaders, and government officials) reached over 
1,000 participants (philanthropy, government, industry, labor and advocacy 
communities) in 20 organized meetings. In 2004, as a response to the tour, a 
coalition of more than ten U.S. foundations formed to campaign for state and 
regional adoption of REACH-like protocols. The initiative is being run through 
the Health and Environmental Funders Network (HEFN) under CGBD auspices. 


e Marine Working Group activities raised funder collaboration on U.S. ocean governance, 
fisheries management improvement, marine protected area conservation, consumer 
seafood issues, and salmon and shrimp aquaculture reform. The Working Group 
convened monthly conference calls, inviting leaders in marine conservation to join in 
funder-led discussion. The Working Group also convened its annual winter meeting, 
addressing a wide range of marine conservation issues and opportunities for funder 
collaboration. Beginning in 2002, CGBD staff assisted a sub-group of Marine Working 
Group members collaborating on conservation of marine ecosystems along the Pacific 
Coast of Baja California and the Gulf of California. Throughout the last months of 2004, 
the CGBD assisted funders in organizing the sub-group’s February 2005 meeting in La 
Paz, Mexico. 


e In 2004, the Forest Working Group was renamed the Land and Freshwater Conservation 
Working Group and broadened its reach. The new Working Group began to address the 
full range of terrestrial and aquatic biodiversity conservation issues, not just those 
involving forested ecosystems. The Working Group hosted two to three conference calls 
per month, discussing funder collaboration in the areas of U.S. public lands management, 
the Endangered Species Act, promotion of sustainable forestry and certification 
worldwide, protection of the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge, and other issues. After the 
2004 U.S. election, the Working Group hosted a meeting of funders regarding the future 
prospects for conservation of public lands. 


Three separate papers “translating” the effect of global warming to funders’ interests in 
marine conservation, forest and freshwater conservation, and ecological health, 
respectively, were researched, written, and distributed, prompting several member 
foundations to begin discussions with their respective boards on possible global warming 
mitigation grantmaking. 


The Monitoring and Evaluation Committee continued to raise the consciousness of that 
discipline within the membership with a new survey of member needs and a highly rated 
session at the 2004 annual meeting showcasing evaluations of member programs and 
projects. 


Record attendance for the 2004 CGBD Annual Meeting (June 15-17, Two Harbors, 
Minnesota) meant good work done with colleagues and new relationships formed. 
Member evaluations highly complimented the Program Committee’s follow-through on 
the “Accountable for the Web of Life” theme and its many facets. 


The Horizon Committee endorsed as a CGBD activity an emerging issue briefing on the 
Equator Principles for February 15-16, 2005, in New York City, designed as a dialogue 
among foundations, multinational banks, and NGOs on new protocols that encourage 
more sustainable lending practices that affect areas of high biodiversity value. The event 
was planned throughout the last quarter of 2004 and culminated in a successful, well- 
attended February 2005 briefing. 


At the direction of the Board, and partly in response to a well-received CGBD briefing on 
innovations in conservation science held at the American Museum of Natural History in 
December 2003, the CGBD began investigating the idea of establishing a Conservation 
Science Working Group. A retreat was planned in the last quarter of 2004 and took place 
in January 2005 to discuss the importance of conservation science to all CGBD activities. 


The newest core members—the Wyss Foundation, the 444S Foundation, the Lyndhurst 
Foundation, the Edgerton Foundation, and the Christensen Fund—brought new insights 
regarding indigenous rights issues worldwide, a systems approach to climate change 
grantmaking in the Midwest, public lands concerns throughout the U.S., technical 
expertise to aid networking in the environmental health and climate change arenas, and 
an important perspective on bio-cultural diversity in Asia, Australia, North America, and 
Africa. 


Ill. WORKING GROUP ACTIVITIES 


CGBD Working Groups and related activities continued to foster collaborative relationships 
among funders to conserve and restore biodiversity. 


Land and Freshwater Conservation Working Group 


The Forest Working Group was renamed the Land and Freshwater Conservation Working Group. 
In 2004, its co-chairs were Katie Distler Eckman, Turner Foundation, and Steve Whitney, Bullitt 
Foundation. The new Working Group convened monthly conference calls on a wide range of 
terrestrial and freshwater conservation issues and assisted in the planning and/or production of 
two funder meetings in 2004, including: 


an EGA Institute session on public lands at the annual EGA Retreat in Hawaii in 

October; and 

e a public lands sub-group post-election meeting in Washington, DC for funders 
interested in public lands policy and management issues. 


In the last quarter of 2004, funders and staff planned a briefing on fire ecology and forests, 
focusing on restoration ecology and community-based conservation efforts, scheduled for Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, for March 10-11, 2005. 


During 2004, the sustainable forestry/certification sub-group continued to support sustainable 
forestry and certification worldwide, with an emphasis on the work of the Forest Stewardship 
Council, SmartWood, and the Certified Forest Products Council, among others. In 2001, the 
Doris Duke Charitable Foundation, the David and Lucile Packard Foundation, the Surdna 
Foundation and the National Forest Foundation pooled funds to create the National Commission 
on Science for Sustainable Forestry (NCSSF). The intent was to underwrite a significant research 
and technology transfer effort to create a scientifically sound basis for forestry in the United 
States. The Commission has now operated for four years, and provided millions of dollars in 
grants to scientists around the country for a variety of important scientific and technical efforts. 
They are in the process of releasing a “Findings” report to capture the major themes and 
outcomes of this work. During 2005, this group of funders will address the concerns of the 
Commission’s report to improve the scientific basis for funder support of sustainable forestry and 
certification. 


Through its public lands sub-group, the Land and Freshwater Conservation Working Group has 
been cooperating with funders to encourage the development of national policies to protect 
roadless areas and improve forest management practices and freshwater ecosystems. During 
2005, the sub-group will focus on increasing the level of funding available to NGOs and 
campaigns focused on protection of U.S. public lands and ensuring collaboration and 
coordination among foundations with programs devoted to conservation of U.S. public lands, by 
providing opportunities for information sharing, dialogue, and development of complementary 
grantmaking strategies. 


Marine Working Group 


Throughout 2004, the Marine Working Group convened regular conference calls to address a 
wide range of marine conservation issues. Co-chairs are Angel Braestrup, Munson Foundation, 
and Beto Bedolfe, Marisla Foundation. In addition to providing important background 
information, the calls served as a forum for funders to discuss a wide range of potential 
collaborative activities including: 


Connecting public health and marine water quality issues; 

Threats from offshore oil and gas development; 

A national campaign to develop a system of marine wilderness areas; 
Environmental degradation caused by bottom trawling; 

The threat to wild salmon posed by farmed salmon; and 

A four-country effort to create a marine protection corridor. 


The Marine Working Group convened its annual winter meeting on February 25-27, 2004 in 
Miami, Florida. The briefing covered a variety of marine conservation topics, with an eye to 
identifying a handful of collaborative strategic opportunities for the coming year. Topics 
addressed at the meeting included: 


Opportunities for sustainable mariculture; 
Developments in marine mammal conservation; 
U.S. and states’ marine policies; 

Improving ocean advocacy; 


Innovative responses to marine water quality problems; and 
Sustainable worldwide fisheries management. 


Biodiversity and Environmental Health Working Group/HEFN 


This Working Group (1) provides support to members seeking to collaborate on environmental or 
ecological health issues, and (2) provides an organizational home for the mostly virtual Health 
and Environmental Funders Network (HEFN). HEEFN is chaired by Michael Lerner, Jenifer 
Altman Foundation. 


Some 180 funder “partners” have signed on to HEFN to investigate issues of common interest in 
the intersection of health and the environment. HEFN provided a strong base of information on 
environmental health at major grantmaker meetings in the last year, collaborating with 
Grantmakers In Health, the EGA, and others, to offer environmental health programming at their 
annual meetings. HEFN maintained a lively monthly conference call series. In 2004 funders 
within HEFN made a major new commitment to collaboration, creating a new initiative to 
support collaborative grantmaking around chemicals policy reform and precautionary approaches 
to environmental threats to health. Under the Initiative, HEFN funders are working closely 
together and with various coalitions, alliances, and campaigns in the field. Scoping exercises have 
begun in areas such as the development of green chemistry, alliance-building between the labor 
and environmental health movements, and policy models at the state, federal and international 
levels. In 2004 HEEFN also began to support emerging working groups around environmental 
justice and health, and women and environmental health. 


Several efforts for which HEEFN served as an initial catalyst or incubator have recently moved 
forward significantly, including: 


e San Francisco becoming the first U.S. municipality to adopt the Precautionary 
Principle in its environmental policies; 

e The Keep Antibiotics Working (KAW) campaign made significant strides with major 
meat purchasers, media and public awareness, and legislative initiatives to end 
overuse of antibiotics in animal agriculture; and 

e The Collaborative on Health and the Environment (CHE) grew rapidly to include 
more than 170 organizations of disease, health professionals, environmental health, 
environmental, labor, and other groups, along with hundreds of individual Partners 
and several strong working groups. 


HEEN and CGBD staff worked with partners at the Heinz Endowments and the Harvard School 
of Public Health to offer CGBD funders the opportunity to have their hair tested for mercury at 
the CGBD annual meeting in June 2004. Some forty participants were tested for mercury and 
received follow up information on their results and on the issues of mercury contamination more 
generally. HEFN and the CGBD hosted a follow-on conference call for participants in the 
mercury testing, to explore not only individual questions about mercury in the body but also 
grantmaker interests such as geographic concentrations and atmospheric transport of mercury, 
and the role of biomonitoring as a tool for public education and advocacy on environment and 
health. 


Climate and Energy Funders Group 


A high priority for this group has been to broaden the base of philanthropy effectively addressing 
climate change. Co-chairs are Stewart Hudson, Emily Hall Tremaine Foundation, and Marcus 
Schneider, Energy Foundation. The C&E group continued to bring in a number of funders new to 
climate change work, providing them with information, peer networking and strategy 
development support. 


The Climate and Energy Funders had their annual strategy meeting in San Francisco, February 3- 
4, 2004. The meeting brought together some thirty-seven funders to share information and 
strategize about the monumental challenges of climate change. Presentations on new science 


highlighted: Significant 


improvements in climate models; a growing urgency about heading off dangerous anthropogenic 
influence on climate; and an evolving understanding of a range of climate forcing agents, 

from carbon dioxide to "black carbon" (e.g., diesel soot), and their implications for targets of 
intervention. 


The Climate and Energy Steering Committee met at the Ford Foundation in New York on 
September 17, 2004. The objectives of the meeting were to discuss strategic priorities for the next 
two years; staffing configuration and budget; and revenue sources. Prior to the meeting, working 
group members completed a survey on future needs. 


The Steering Committee meeting led to the hiring of Paige Brown, new full time Coordinator of 
the Working Group, who began her duties January 20, 2005. 


The Climate and Energy Funders planned and convened an institute and an ad hoc breakfast 
session at the September 2004 EGA retreat in Hawaii. 


Conservation Science 


All CGBD members support the application of sound science to their conservation grantmaking, 
but it is not always clear how best to encourage scientific research and its use. 


Issues confronting funders interested in the promotion of sound conservation science include: 


e How best to integrate conservation science into policy or place-based conservation 
grantmaking; 

e How to support the growing conservation science/biology movement; 

e How to encourage the development of new environmental institutes at leading academic 
institutions; 

e How to address the decline of federal research investment in environmental/resource 
management agencies; and 

e How to de-mystify science for funders. 


At the direction of the Board, during late 2004 and into 2005 CGBD staff worked with interested 
members to convene a strategy session to discuss the variety of member interests regarding 
conservation science and to collectively outline a plan of activities that a Conservation Science 
Working Group could undertake in 2005 and beyond. The retreat was held January 27-28 in Los 
Altos Hills, California. 


IV. Other Program Activities 
2004 CGBD Annual Meeting 


The CGBD membership gathered for its annual members meeting, on the shore of Lake Superior, 
not only to consider this inland sea, but also to cull ideas, strategies, and solutions drawn from the 
work of the membership in its global to regional grantmaking. 


The members of the 2004 Annual Meeting Program Committee (Lois DeBacker & Sam 
Passmore, Charles Stewart Mott Foundation; Angel Braestrup, Curtis & Edith Munson 
Foundation; Caren Glotfelty & Ellen Dorsey, Heinz Endowments; Steve Whitney, Bullitt 
Foundation; and Jeff Campbell, Ford 


Foundation) worked with the CGBD staff throughout late 2003 and early 2004 on an agenda that 
emphasized that we are all “Accountable for the Web of Life.” The agenda looked at 
accountability in a variety of forms. Agenda topics included: 


e Innovation as Accountability: Applying New Tools to Ensure Equity & Conservation 
e Innovation as Accountability: Protecting the Great Bear Rainforest 
e Place-Based Strategies for Environmental Health 
e Looking Back, Looking Forward: Learning from Evaluation 
e Water Policy: A Priority Issue in the 21st Century 
e Top Tier Policy Issues in the Great Lakes 
e Balancing Impact and Accountability: Exploring the Relationships Between Large and 


Small(er) 
Environmental NGOs 


e Accountability and Disinformation. 


In addition, focused breakfast sessions were scheduled on various topics, the annual business 
meeting was convened, and the Board of Directors met twice. The CGBD’s newest member, the 
Lyndhurst Foundation, was welcomed. 


In 2004, planning began for the 2005 CGBD Annual Meeting, to take place May 31 - June 3, 
2005 at the Timberline Lodge on Mt. Hood, Oregon. 


Planning for Emerging Issue Briefing 


The Horizon Committee endorsed as a CGBD activity an emerging issue briefing on the Equator 
Principles and their effect on areas of high biodiversity value. Throughout the last third of 2004, a 
planning committee led by Melissa Dann, Wallace Global Fund, designed a dialogue of bankers, 
foundation officers, and NGOs. The briefing took place February 15-16, 2005, at the Rockefeller 
Foundation in New York City. 


Other Communications Efforts 


A monthly email bulletin to members kept funders current on organizational and member activities. 
In addition, the CGBD produces a quarterly newsletter, Biodiversity, distributed to over 400 
representatives of private foundations, charitable foundations, environmental NGOs, and 
governments. The newsletter highlights new developments in biodiversity conservation and informs 
the broader environmental community about current CGBD endeavors. Lead articles in Biodiversity 
in 2004 addressed the following topics: 


Building the U.S. wilderness preservation system; 

Threats of climate change to marine ecosystems; 

New approaches to regulating toxic chemicals; and 

The role of foundations in protecting the rainforests of British Columbia. 


A series of translation papers was commissioned by the CGBD in 2004, addressing climate change 
and its impacts on oceans, forests, and human and wildlife health. They were distributed to 
members, other foundations, and interested non-profits.
